eK I think it a finer book, a more mature book, than The Fountain. I am 
curious to see whether its history bears out the theory that the popularity of The 
Fountain was due to (a) its meditative, philosophical qualities; or (b) the love 
story, with the almost insidious appeal of a secret —- to many, shameful - romance. 
If the first was true, Sparkenbroke should equal or surpass it in popularity, for 
the philosophy, the intellectual challenge, the quality of the scholar, almost at 
times, the pedant, is there, and more essentially a part of the story and the char- 
acterization than in The Fountain.

The best book she has written - and with as good a chance for popular suc- 
cess as her first book, Dusty Answer, although its road to success is a different 
one, based on a sound and general human appeal in the story itself, rather than a 
somewhat morbid curiosity which stimulated sales of Dusty Answer. There is no theme 
of perversion — though the assumption that extra-marital relationships are to be ex- 
pected may make the book distasteful to your conservatives. This is an essentially 
honest book, the story of a love that came to quick consummation between a girl 
separated from a husband she did not love, and a man, bound by convention and loyalty, 
to an invalid wife. The theme is somewhat that of Ramona Herdman's 4 Time for Love - 
but it is a much more powerful and a better balanced book.

He covers briefly, first biographical data, then the impres- 
sion he, personally, forms of the teachings and personality of the men and their 
followers:— Keyserling and the School of Wisdom; Stefan George and Bo Yin Ra; Rudolf 
Steiner and the way of occultism; Communism in England; Krishnamurti; Shri Meher 
Baba; George Jeffreys and faith healing; Dr. Frank Buchman; Ouspensky; Gurdjieff. 
Then, following a brief discussion of the effects on the various movements in Ger- 
many of the Nazi regime, he returns - after a lapse of time, to the three philoso- 
phies that seem to touch him most nearly, to Keyserling, Steiner and Krishnamurti. 
Buchmanism and the Oxford Group come off not too well. He feels, in the last anal- 
ysis, that all genuine teachers are seeking the same truth; that the differences lie 
in states of consciousness, in origins, in methods.
